Cougar spotted in town

“My son is a lot shorter than 
I am, so with all the growth in 
the area I could not see the cou¬ 
gar. but my son was the perfect 
height to spot it,” said Doucette. 
“It was very, very scary, if it was 
not for my son, my daughter 
and I would have been about a 
car length away from it.” 

The following morning Bill 
Fehr was driving by where he 
had heard the cougar was spot¬ 
ted, and he saw it crawling un¬ 
der a fence. 


“It was definitely a cougar,” 
said Fehr. “I am guessing its 
body was about three feet long, 
and its tail another three. I was 
not that close, but I would 
guess it weighed around 100 
pounds. It was probably a 
young cat.” 

Fehr said there have been 
other sightings of a cougar in 
the past few months, west of 
town, about two miles west of 
the Rodeo Grounds. 

“I am not sure but maybe it 
is the same one,” said Fehr. 

Fish and Wildlife are aware 
of the situation, and ask that 
anyone who spots the cougar 
please contact them right away. 
To track the cougar they need 
to know about every sighting. 
To contact them you can call 
556 - 4215 . 

If you have an encounter with 
a cougar it is important to stay 
calm, and keep the cougar in view. 
Pick up your children immedi¬ 


ately and back away slowly, en¬ 
suring the animal has a clear av¬ 
enue of escape. Make yourself as 
large as possible, and keep the 
cougar in front of you at all times. 
Never run or turn your back on a 
cougar, and don't make any sud¬ 
den movements, as this can pro¬ 
voke an attack. 

If the cougar shows interest, 
or follows you, respond aggres¬ 
sively, maintain eye contact, show 
your teeth and make loud noises. 
Ami yourself with rocks or sticks 
as weapons, and crouch down as 
little as possible when picking up 
these objects. 

If the cougar attacks, fight 
back. Convince the cougar 
you are a threat and not a 
prey. Use anything you can as 
a weapon, focusing on the 
cougar’s eyes and face. 

Fish and Wildlife are hop¬ 
ing that the cougar will run 
out of deer to eat, and move 
on south, if it has not already.

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Chamber and 
Town form 
partnership

The Didsbury Chamber 
of Commerce and the 
Town may not have al¬ 
ways seen eye to eye, but 
recently they have come 
together to work on sev¬ 
eral projects, and both 
groups are excited about 
the possibilities this rela¬ 
tionship could bring. 

Town Councillor Brian 
Wittal has been working 
closely with the Chamber, 
and Chamber president 
Joanne Braun believes he 
has been instrumental in 
bringing the groups closer 
together. 

“Brian has really 
thrown himself into this 
and we are thrilled,” said 
Braun. “We have wanted 
to have a good working 
relationship with the 
Town for years, and we 
have been taking some re¬ 
ally good steps to getting 
there.” 

At the last Chamber 
meeting Wittal ap¬ 
proached the Chamber 
about some possibilities 
they could explore, includ¬ 
ing the ‘Brown Bag 
Lunch’ venture. 

“It was determined that 
we would mutually host 
the Brown Bag Lunch pro¬ 
gram once each month, 
starting in September,” 
said Braun. “This means 
business owners and coun¬ 
cillors will meet to dis¬ 
cuss current and 
upcoming issues, and 
every meeting will have a 
different topic. We will 
start doing it monthly and 
evaluate it as it goes.” 

The Chamber will be 
working with the Town to 
set up the topics for each 
Lunch. 

“We think this a great 
way to try and keep the lo¬ 
cal Chamber and the busi¬ 
ness community informed 
about what is happening 
in town,” said Wittal. 
“Also a great way to find 
out their concerns and 
needs.” 

Another project the 
Town and Chamber are 
discussing is a survey 
which will be given out to 
local business owners and 
residents. The two groups 
discussed what they were 
looking for in the survey, 
and it was discovered they 
were after the same 
things. 

“We would like to have 
this in place by the end of 
October,” said Braun. 
“The problem is the 


wordsmithing in develop¬ 
ing it, we need to ask ex¬ 
plicit questions to get 
measurable answers.” 

After doing some re¬ 
search on the internet the 
Chamber has found sur¬ 
veys that other Chambers 
have used, but they want 
one strictly relevant to 
Didsbury. 

“We were approached 
by another group to do a 
survey together, but we 
were looking for different 
things,” said Braun. “We 
want our survey to reflect 
Didsbury.” 

Some answers the 
groups will be looking for 
in the survey are, the size 
and scope of businesses, is 
the business local only, or 
do they work outside of 
Didsbury also, and what 
are their plans and hopes 
for the future. 

“We will be looking at 
the technological 

feasabilites for the town,” 
said Braun. “Such as, 
does your business use 
computers, cable, or pa¬ 
per and pen? These an¬ 
swers will help us plan 
with the Town where we 
should advance. The cor¬ 
ridor between Calgary and 
Edmonton is the fastest 
growing one in North 
America and we need to 
know, are the businesses 
ready for that, and what 
will they do to prepare.” 

After working on their 
Strategic Plan for the last 
few months, the Chamber 
has a priority list, and ac¬ 
cording to Braun, a good 
working relationship 
with the Town is highest 
on that list. 

Although the groups 
will work together on 
these projects, the Cham¬ 
ber will remain the Cham¬ 
ber and the Town will still 
be the Town. 

“We will work together, 
but we are not becoming 
part of the Town,” said 
Braun. “There is just so 
much more we can accom¬ 
plish together.” 

Together in the future, 
the two groups may also 
decided to come up with a 
theme for Didsbury. 

“That is really something 
that the Chamber, the busi¬ 
ness people and Town need to 
work on together,” said 
Wittal. “This relationship is 
very key to building our town 
into a growing, viable busi¬ 
ness community, and council 
is very excited about it. We 
are going to promote 
Didsbury together.”

Twist in stabbing

After a 16 year old girl 
was stabbed on July 24, at 
2:10 a.m. in an alleyway in 
Didsbury, 30 year old 
Jeffrey Miller was charged 
with numerous criminal 
code offences, including ag¬ 
gravated assault, assault 
with a weapon, and mischief. 
Now charges against Miller 
have been subsequently 
withdrawn. 


Following an extensive 
investigation, RCMP have 
now laid charges against 
four Didsbury residents. 
Two of which, can not be 
named under the Youth 
Criminal Justice Act, were 
charged with assault, as 
well as Breach of Probation, 
possession of weapon dan¬ 
gerous to the public and 
counselling an offence fol¬ 
lowing the investigation. 

Also charged is 19 year 


old Jerry Joseph Aubut and 
19 year old Evan Sagert. 
Aubut is facing charges of 
assault with a weapon and 
possession of a weapon dan¬ 
gerous to the public. Sagert 
is also charged with posses¬ 
sion of weapon dangerous to 
the public. 

“This is now before the 
courts so we are not able to 
release any further informa¬ 
tion,” said Cst. Steve 
Woolnough. 


Special constables 
agreement allows assistance 
throughout MVC

An agreement between 
the Mountain View County 
(MVC), and the Towns of 
Didsbury, Carstairs, Olds 
and Sundre will allow spe¬ 
cial constables to share their 
services and assist each 
other when needed, without 
getting approval from the 
Solicitor General. 

The purpose of the agree¬ 
ment is to share the services 
in conducting joint traffic 
operations in line with the 
Road Vision 2010 by work¬ 
ing together, providing as¬ 


sistance to each other and 
enhancing the safety of Spe¬ 
cial Constables in all mu¬ 
nicipalities. 

At last week’s MVC coun¬ 
cil meeting, they approved 
the agreement, along with 
Sundre, Carstairs, and 
Olds. It is going to Didsbury 
Town Council on Sept. 13. 

“We have meetings with 
the Special Constables once 
a month or sometimes every 
other month,” said Greg 
Hnatiuk, Didsbury Special 
Constable. “The guys from 
the County came up with 
this idea. Presently 


Didsbury and Olds already 
have an. agreement.” 

Hnatiuk believes this 
agreement will be especially 
helpful with seat belt check 
and laser blitzes. 

“This will enable us to as¬ 
sist each other when 
needed,” said Hnatiuk. “It 
will be a big assistance for 
everyone. If the RCMP are 
all tied up with something, 
we can go and help out. It 
will be a give and take rela¬ 
tionship. I may need to leave 
town for a day, but they will 
also come here when 
needed.” 


Tax break for MVC 
flood victims

In May, riverbanks 
overflowed, and this year 
some bank accounts 
won’t be completely emp¬ 
tied because tax breaks 
are forthcoming for flood- 
victims. 

County council passed 
the motion, Aug. 24, to 
cancel, defer and/or re¬ 
duce the municipal taxes 
of those ratepayers that 
provide documentation to 
county administration in¬ 
dicating they meet the eli¬ 
gibility requirements. 

Greg Weins, director of 
finance, said when calam¬ 
ity strikes such as 
drought, fires and BSE, 
“tax relief is not unprec¬ 
edented.” 

He said the ratepayers 
were impacted signifi¬ 
cantly and their lives 
were disrupted emotion¬ 
ally and financially but 


also said “tax relief is an 
unbudgeted item and coun¬ 
cil would have to come up 
with the funding.” 

Weins said the costs were 
hard to predict but expected 
a $25,000 to $75,000 short¬ 
fall in the budget from the 
tax relief. 

Councillor Liz 

Negropontes welcomed the 
idea. 

“Any assistance given will 
be more than welcome,” she 
said. 

Counc. Dave Derksen said 
that when he looks at the 
numbers he thinks it’s a 
reasonable request for the 
‘pile of emotion’ the people 
have been through. 

“I can only imagine what 
these people have been 
through,” said Derksen, try¬ 
ing to expedite the process. 
“We'll find the money some¬ 
where.” 

Those that have suffered 
flood damage are eligible for 


a deferral of taxes to 
Dec. 15 in recognition of 
hardships caused by the 
flooding. 

Any ratepayer with a 
100 per cent loss of as¬ 
sessed property will have 
100 per cent of their 
2005 municipal taxes re¬ 
lated to the assessed 
property cancelled. 

Lastly, there is a tax 
relief that will be pro¬ 
rated for the amount of 
time that a family cannot 
live in their house. So a 
family that could not 
live in their house for 
three months will have 
their municipal taxes as¬ 
sociated with their prop¬ 
erty reduced by one 
quarter. 

Counc. Kathy Blain 
left the chambers during 
the discussion to avoid 
possible conflict of inter¬ 
est, because she had suf¬ 
fered flood damage to her 
residence.

MYRON THOMPSON'S COLUMN 

Liberal plan for 
crystal meth only 
window dressing 


Myron Thompson, Mem¬ 
ber of Parliament for Wild 
Rose says that the latest 
Liberal strategy aimed at 
stemming the increasing 
abuse of crystal meth 
amounts to little more than 
window dressing. Earlier 
this month, the Liberal gov¬ 
ernment announced that it 
had moved the drug meth- 
amphetamine (crystal meth) 
to Schedule 1 of the Con¬ 
trolled Drugs and Sub¬ 
stances Act, which provides 
access to the highest maxi¬ 
mum penalties. 

“This is like fighting a 
major disease with a band- 
aid. What are needed are 
minimum prison sentences 
for criminals who are prof¬ 
iting by destroying the lives 


of Canadians,” said 
Thompson. “Courts are not 
even imposing the current 
maximums, and we have 
seen consistently in the past 
that when maximum sen¬ 
tences are raised, there is no 
corresponding increase in 
penalties.” 

Thompson added that po¬ 
lice have been warning fed¬ 
eral and provincial govern¬ 
ments for years about the 
dangers of this drug and its 
growing popularity. Crystal 
meth is not only highly ad¬ 
dictive, but inexpensive and 
easily accessible, so the po¬ 
tential for abuse is enor¬ 
mous. 

“This is a drug that is es¬ 
pecially popular in small 
rural communities in West¬ 


ern Canada that are also fac¬ 
ing severe shortages of 
RCMP officers,” stated 
Thompson. “It has devas¬ 
tated entire communities in 
the United States and now 
is threatening to do the 
same in Canada.” 

Not surprisingly, because 
it is easy to produce, the 
drug is also becoming popu¬ 
lar with organized crime 
groups. 

“Without a serious pro¬ 
posal like the Conserva¬ 
tives’ idea for a cohesive 
National Drug Strategy, Lib¬ 
eral band-aids will do noth¬ 
ing to address the wide-rang¬ 
ing implications crystal 
meth has on health, society 
and crime,” concluded 
Thompson.

each other or even relatives 
(parents/children), not living 
far from each other why would 
they not consider sharing one 
bin. This way each household 
then pays only 1/2 the monthly 
price whether it be monitored 
by the Town administration or 
the individuals sharing who 
would work out some arrange¬ 
ment. How about a user pay 
system? Trucks similar to ours 
in other countries are capable 
of weighing each bin it picks up 
and recording a bill right at that 
time (This system also protects 
trucks from overloading & 
gives better management to 
landfill operators). 

As for our “serve yourself” 
recycling center I feel it is not 
very user friendly not to 
mention senior user friendly. 
How can seniors lift their re¬ 
cycling into their car, drive over 
to the area and then have to 
lift their stuff out of their car? 


Not to mention some of the 
very hard to fill bins. I would 
like to see a recycling service 
brought back by the Didsbury 
Lion’s or another group on a 
Friday afternoon and partial 
Saturday where happy kids or 
adults of non-profit groups or 
others greet you at your car 
and say “I can take that for 
you” and actually lift it out of 
your car and take it to its 
proper bin. 

I would even be in favour of 
giving a donation for this 
service. This would ensure 
groups to be active in the com¬ 
munity, maybe earn some 
badges, earn some extra money 
for their group from donations, 
proper items going into proper 
bins and maybe would even 
keep that area a bit cleaner.

Special Constable Services Agreement: Council approved a recommendation to pursue a collaborative Special 
Constable Services Agreement involving the County and the Towns of Olds, Carstairs, Sundre and Didsbury. The 
Agreement facilitates collaboration among the partners' special constables to conduct traffic safety programs and 
initiatives. A training program will precede implementation of the Agreement (which must first be approved by the Solicitor 
General) and it will be reviewed after one year. 

Infrastructure Committee: A committee to research and offer recommendations to Council regarding allocation of a 
$ 12 million grant provided to the County from Alberta Municipal Infrastructure, will include Councillors Shea and 
Derksen. To ensure input from the public and experts, staff and outside consultants will be invited to share information in 
the process. 

Tax Relief for Flood Victims: Council voted unanimously to (1) Defer taxes to December 15 th for all ratepayers with flood 
damage; (2) Cancel 100% of 2005 municipal (other taxes still apply) for ratepayers who sustained a 100% loss of an 
assessed property; (3) Reduce municipal taxes (on a daily prorated basis) for those who were unable to use their 
properties for periods of time as a result of flood damage between June and December 2005. Complete details are posted 
on the web site along with application forms. Note: Taxes due September 15 th . No deferrals on farm properties this year. 

Monthly Payment Plan: Applications to convert your annual tax payment to a monthly payment plan can be completed at 
any time. Please see the website for details or call the Finance office at 335.3311. If you applied before August 19 th 2005, 
you will have received a small incentive. However, conversion to the monthly plan is still accessible to all ratepayers on an 
ongoing basis. 

By-election Division 2: Based on the acceptance of a formal letter of resignation from Councillor Charlie Van Arnam, 
Council has passed a motion to hold a by-election for Division 2 on October 17 th 2005. Nomination Day will be held 
September 19 th 2005. A local Returning Officer will be appointed by the County. 

Waste Commission on Track: Councillor Dave Derksen was pleased to report that the Mountain View Regional Waste 
Management Commission is continuing to make steady and positive progress on its turn around initiative. 

The Commission, which is now operating within budget parameters, will file its final report to Alberta Municipal Affairs 
during the last quarter of this year signalling the end to provincial supervision. 

Closure of Road Plan Nos. 5447 EZ, 1847 Q and 9076 Q: Council approved a motion to close these roads with 
ownership of the closed portions retained by Mountain View County. Pedestrian access to the roads will be maintained so 
that local families can enjoy the area, but access for vehicles of all kinds will be prohibited.

Wildrosc constituents 

elected their next Member of 
Parliament on Monday in a 
landslide victory. 

Myron Thompson. Reform 
Party candidate, defeated eight 
other candidates for the job. 
sweeping the second place can 
didate by more than 300 per¬ 
cent. 

Election for Thompson came 
early after the polls in Wildrose 
closed. Thompson was declared 
elected after only 32 of 195 polls 
had reported. Thompson swept 
every poll in the riding taking 
30.820 out of 48.591 votes cast. 
Incumbent Conservative candi 
date Louise Feltham showed up 
as a distant second with 7502 
votes. Third place went to Lib¬ 
eral candidate Roy Shcllnut 
with 6861. 


Thompson accepted his win at the 
Driftwood Inn in Airdrie on Mon 
day night surrounded hy emotional 
and jubilant supporters, joined by his 
wife and family. Thompson thanked 
his friends and volunteers and even 
shed a few tears. In his speech to the 
crowd, which was interrupted several 
times so he could watch the national 
results of his party. Thompson told 
the group that he expected some hard 
work in the months and years ahead. 

There were some surprise results 
for the rest of the candidates in the 
Wildrosc race. ND candidate Anne 
Wilson took 2.3 percent of the votes 
to take fourth place and the National 
Party's Stuart Hughes slid into fifth 
place with 807 total votes. Independ 
ent candidate Michael Leslie also 
showed well, winning 581 votes to 
come in sixth overall. The other in 
dependent candidate. Dave Strang, 
representing the Confederation of 
Regions Party, took seventh with 267 
votes and the Natural Law Party can 
didate Dale Doram finished up the 
race with 201 votes.

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Didsbury Town Administrator and 
plebiscite returning officer Mike Storey 
said the official ballot count put the vote 
at 602 percent for and 39.8 percent against. 

Storey estimated less than 50 percent 
of eligible voters cast a ballot in the plehi 
scitc. a number that surprised him. 

“Considering the amount of interest 
in this I had expected a greater turnout." 
he said. “It’s quite representative of the 
turnout Didsbury normally has for an elec 
tion. but I thought there would he more 
because it was a vote on a specific issue." 

Negotiations for the construction of 
the facility are excepted to begin some 
time this month.

Doug Sharpe, acting Didsbury town 
mayor, said he was pleased to learn that 
Didsbury residents had chosen to build 
he pool. 

“I'm happy. I'm happy because the thing 
keeps the town progressive.” Sharpe said. 
“If small towns aren’t going forward then 
they arc going backwards. Lots of good 
things are happening to this town." 

Sharpe said he expects the new facil¬ 
ity will make it easier for the town to 
attract new development as well as new 
residents. 

The Build Our Pool Society was also 
happy with the plebiscite outcome. BOP 
Vice President Tracy Block said while 
she understood the concern some residents 
had over the cost of the facility, she hoped 
everyone could now pull together for the 
project. 

"I'm glad to sec there were enough peo 
pie in Didsbury with the foresight to sec 
into the future about what Didsbury 
needs,” she said. "I, just hope now we can 
all work together and make this a real 
community project." 

And now that the plebiscite is over. 
Block said BOP is gearing up for a real 
fundraising effort. 

-We don’t have any goals set yet." she 
said. "That is why we are having a meet 
ing this Wednesday. I just know that it 
will be alot easier to make decisions and 
to get people involved now that they know 
there will actually be a pool.” 

Upcoming BOP fundraisers include 
an elevator movie on June 19 and a Fa¬ 
ther’s Day Race on June 21. Block said the 
Friday night movie will begin at dusk 
and is free. Participants should just bring 
a lawn chair and a warm jacket. Funds will 
be raised through concession sales. 

The Father’s Day race includes a 10 
km. run and a 5 km. walk. Registration 
forms are available at a number of local 
businesses or by calling Tracy Block.

BOP hopes to hold a fund raising 
event at least once a month from now on. 
Their next meeting will be held Wcdncs 
day.

Didsbury pool facility

A public plebiscite to find out 
whether or not Didsbury residents 
will agree to borrow money to build 
a proposed pool facility has been 
called for the end of the month. 

The issue of the May 26 vote will 
be over the debenture of $1,078,715 
the town will need to make to build 
the leisure centre facility. 

Didsbury town council voted last 
week to hold the plebiscite to ask 
proprietary electors whether they will 
authorize a borrowing by-law for the 
pool. 

‘Because this has been a kind of 
controversial issue, we arc going to 
the voters to see how they feci about 
it." said Mike Storey, town admin 
istrator and returning officer for the 
vote. Whether or not we borrow the 
money will be their decision." 

The debate over the construction 
of the pool has been ongoing since 
the idea of replacing Didsbury s origi 


*1 agree with building this project for 
several reasons." said the Mutual Life rep¬ 
resentative. “First because there arc no other 
close communities that have an indoor pool 
and it would be a real drawing card to 
Didsbury for people who don’t want to fight 
the crowds and the traffic in Calgary or Red 
Deer. Also many people think thatitaxes 
will go up. but it has an enhancing factor 
and I think propertv values will also increase 
slightly." 

Base cost for constructing the proposed 
facility is estimated at $1,175 million. Ad 
ditional costs for a vestibule to attach the 
pool to the Didsbury Memorial Complex, 
landscaping, and the contracting of a project 
manager would bring the total price tag for 
the first phase to approximately $1.5 mil¬ 
lion. 

The second and third phases, which will 
add a hot tub and water slide, would be con 
structed at a later date through the 
fundraising efforts of the Build Our Pool 
Society. 

Currently, the town has around $430,000 
saved up for the project which includes a 
$100,000 provincial grant from the Com 
munity Facility Enhancement Program.

The Calgary Health Re¬ 
gion wants to remind par¬ 
ents to pack safety and nu¬ 
trition into their family’s 
lunches, and to ensure that 
children and youth are 
nourished properly to per¬ 
form their best in school. 
When packing a safe lunch, 
keep the following in mind: 

• Hands, counters and 
utensils need to be clean. 
Teach children to wash 
their hands before they eat. 
Wash fruits and vegetables; 

• Use a thermos to keep 
food like soup hot; 

• Use freezer packs, or 
frozen juice boxes to keep 
food cold until it’s time to 
eat. Frozen juice boxes also 
provide a cold drink to ac¬ 
company lunch. Sandwiches 
made the night before should 
be refrigerated. “Parents 
should know that foods like 
milk, yogurt, cheese, eggs, 
luncheon meats, cut-up 
fruits, and peeled carrots 
can go bad,” said Nick 
Suen, Public Health Inspec¬ 
tor, Calgary Health Region. 
“Food that is not preserved 
properly can make a lunch 
bag an incubator for bacte¬ 
ria to grow.” Families 
should always check the la¬ 
bel on food packaging to see 
whether the product needs 
to be refrigerated. 

To pack a nutritious 
lunch; 

• Go for at least one 


fruit or vegetable, look for 
different colours and tex¬ 
tures. Don’t rely on juice as 
a serving - it can provide 
many calories without the 
benefits of fibre found in 
fruit and vegetables. • 

Lean deli meat, nuts and 
seeds, cheese and eggs are 
all good sources of protein 
that make lunches feel sat¬ 
isfying and filling. Protein 
is a much needed nutrient 
for developing bodies and 
minds; 

• Try different whole 
grain products beyond the 
usual sandwich bread. 
Whole grain bagels, pitas, 
tortilla wraps, crackers and 
breadsticks are great op¬ 
tions; 

• Staying hydrated help 
bodies and minds work their 
best. Water is still the best 
source of fluids and milk is 
a great choice as it provides 
many important nutrients. 

“Maintain the nutritional 
quality of your child’s diet 
by making sure that three of 
the four food groups from 
Canada’s Food Guide are 
included,” said Jill Aussant, 
Child and Adolescent Health 
Nutrition Specialist. For

Local members of the 
Carstairs/Didsbury COP pro¬ 
gram Ken Webber, A1 Hanson, 
and Didsbury RCMP Cpl. 
Kevin Fischer appeared before 
Cremona Village Council last 
Tuesday, August 23 to explain 
how the program runs and 
what the benefits are to hav¬ 
ing such a program. 

Webber explained that since 
the Didsbury RCMP has such 
a huge coverage it’s obvious 
that they can’t be everywhere 
all the time, especially in the 
late evening and early morning 
hours - so this program is a 
huge benefit. 

“Our duty is to assist the 
police by being the extra eyes 
and ears in the community,” 
Webber explained. 

“They (the RCMP) have a 
large territory to cover and they 
can’t be everywhere,” Hanson 
added. 

Webber says that the COP 
program has grown in both 
Carstairs and Didsbury, with a 
total membership of almost 40 
members. 

The COP program is set up 
so that the volunteers use one 
of their own personal vehicles 
and drive around with another 
person from about 10 or 11 p.m. 
until about 3 or 4 a.m. 

“We are not actual police of¬ 
ficers so we do not get involved 
in the actual (incident),” 
Webber said. 

The job of COP members is 
to drive around the community 


RCMP, which in the past has 
proved to be valuable informa¬ 
tion and has actually helped 
RCMP make some arrests. 

“Over the period of time 
(since the formation of the 
Carstairs Didsbury COP) there 
are some serious criminals that 
are doing jail time because of 
us and our community remains 
safer because of Citizens on 
Patrol,” Hanson said. 

The Carstairs/Didsbury 
COP started with just merely 
five members and has steadily 
grown to now include 40 mem¬ 
bers - most of which are quite 
active. 

He also explained to 
Cremona’s council that they 
need a hard working bunch 
that really have their heart set 


the program was to be set up 
in Cremona they suggested the 
same policy exist. 

“This is just to make sure 
you don’t get the people want¬ 
ing to do the job for the wrong 
reasons, obviously,” Hanson 
added. 

Cpl. Fischer says that there 
is nothing but good that can 
come from this type of program 
in any community, and encour¬ 
aged the Village of Cremona to 
look into one. 

“It’s a win-win situation for the 
RCMP It’s a breath of fresh air to 
have a program like COP” Fischer 
said. “I see nothing bad in the pro¬ 
gram. The community is to ben¬ 
efit completely from the program 
and we (the RCMP) support it 
fully.”

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MVC Reeve asks Shea for answers

Mountain View County's Reeve 
Al Kemmere wanted assurances 
from Sundre-area Councillor 
Arnie Shea that he has no plans 
to sue the County. 

Kemmere opened up last Mon¬ 
day’s meeting, August 22 - where 
council met to discuss the Corpo¬ 
rate Review recommendations - 
saying he didn’t feel comfortable 
having someone who might sue 
the County helping to develop and 
implement long-term policies. 

“I need to have assurances 
that the County and County 
Council knows this is hanging 
over their heads,” Kemmere said. 

The Reeve’s comments stem 
from a meeting in April where 
Shea accused County administra¬ 
tion of withholding information - 
specifically CAO Harold 
Johnsrude. Three weeks ago. 
Shea along with three other coun¬ 
cillors, voted to fire Johnsrude. 

Shea is a property owner at 
Molmac subdivision that Ls suffer¬ 
ing from river erosion. There has 
been concern that this erosion 
could be the fault of the County. 

Administration and legal coun¬ 
cil, though, felt that the County 
was not responsible. 

Mountain View Council has 
ckx.-ided to implement a local im¬ 
provement tax for that sub-divi¬ 
sion, which includes Shea. This 
tax will be used to pay for the re¬ 
pairs that need to be done to the 
Molmac area. 

In March, there were heated 
words between Johnsrude and 
Shea. Shea was quoted in this 
newspaper as saying: “This was 
a sham and it was corrupt. Every 
bit of it is corrupt... the assess¬ 
ment review Board hearings were 
corrupted, the municipal govern¬ 
ment Board was corrupted... all 
the way through and you are tak¬ 
ing me into a lawsuit and I am 
going to have to resign as a coun¬ 
cillor because of it." 

Kemmere now questioned 
what Shea’s intentions were and 
he also wondered if his fellow- 
council members were comfort¬ 
able going ahead w-ith the imple¬ 
mentation and discussions on each 
of the 62 recommendations of 
George Cuffs corporate review. 

Back in March. Shea had also 
stated that he would give council 
a decision on whether he was con¬ 
sidering a lawsuit upon the release 
of the Cuff report. 

Shea questioned the motives 
behind the discussion. “I think it 
would have been nicer if you would 
have brought this up (about the 
Molmac situation) prior to this 9 
o’clock meeting. I think that is 
where you lost your integrity” 
Shea said. 

“Well, you can question my 
integrity all you wait. The state¬ 
ments were madi* in public, so I 
believe they have to lx* answered 
in public - one way or another,” 
Kemmere replied. “What it has to 
do with the corporate review is 
that we have a review here that is 
going to set policy for this County 
for the next 15 to 20 years. 1 be¬ 


lieve, unless I get assurances from 
yourself that you are not going to 
take the County into a lawsuit. 
You have an opportunity to influ¬ 
ence the policies that may eventu¬ 
ally be the policies that we are de¬ 
fending in a law suit. In that re¬ 
spect, all I am asking is that you 
are going to go forward, regard¬ 
less of what decisions are made 
on Molmac.” 

Kemmere says that there are a 
number of recommendations in 
the Cuff report that could be in¬ 
fluenced due to Shea’s involve¬ 
ment, especially if he takes the 
county into court. 

“One small example is in our 
discussions in the next day or two 
- we are talking about the law firm 
that will be employed by the 
County. There are influences 
there. If this is the law firm that 
could potentially defend the 
County and Councillor Shea is at 
the table with that - you have to 
understand where that creates a 
tough situation.” 

Shea says that he can't assure 
his fellow council members that 
he won’t sue, until he receives 
written proof from the County’s 
legal council clearing them of any 
wrong-doing in regards to 
Molmac. 

“I can’t give you an affirma¬ 
tive until the legal counsel re¬ 
sponds to my request: Is the 
County responsible for any of the 
bank erosion in the Molmac sub¬ 
division? That’s all I want and I 
think that’s a fair request,” Shea 
said. 

Councillor Kathy Blain agreed 
with Kemmere saying that they 
can’t have things coming back to 
haunt them. 

“We can’t make policy and pro¬ 
cedure and have it turn around 
and have it bite us in the butt, to 
be perfectly clear," Blain said, but 
added that she felt Council was 
able to move on and stall work¬ 
ing on the different recommenda¬ 
tions. 

“Is the Council comfortable 
going forward at this level with 
this hanging in the air? If so, then 
let’s move forward - I just need 
direction from the table,” 
Kemmere added. “I am hesitant 
to move forward, but I will chair 
the meeting. I apologize to Coun¬ 
cil, for bringing this up out of the 
blue, but I had to get it out there. 
It has been bothering me." 

Council then started going 
through the Cuff report, and made 
it through half of the recommen¬ 
dations. They will meet again this 
Wednesday at 8 a.m.

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Weather a ‘contributing factor’ in 
air crash, say investigators

Mechanical failure has been 
ruled out as the cause of an 
aii-plane crash that killed two peo¬ 
ple west of Didsbury on Aug. 9, 
say officials. 

“EssentiEilly the information 
we have gathered to date is 
strongly pointing at a weather 
related occurrence,” Jon Lee, 
western regional manager with 
the Transport Safety Board of 
Canada, said Thursday. “We can’t 
say weather was the cause, but it 
was a contributing factor. Weather 
is being looked at much more 
closely as a contributing factor. 

“We have basically ruled out a 
mechanical issue. There was an 
area of active weather (in the dis¬ 
trict), not quite thunder storms, 
they never did get to that level. 
The pilot did fly through an area 
of what we call towering cumu¬ 
lus, which is basically a thunder¬ 
storm in development. He would 
have entered the clouds just as he 
was approaching level off alti¬ 
tude.” 

Pilot Sterling Ainsworth, 65, 
of Lyons, Colorado, and a 57-year- 
old female passenger, also from 
Colorado died when the Lanceair 
single engine turbo prop aircraft 
they were flying in broke up over 
a farmer’s field southeast of 
Sundre on Aug. 9. 

The aircraft had left Calgary 
International Airport and was 
headed for Grande Prairie when 
it crashed at about 7:20 p.m. 

The pilot did not contact the 
airport prior to the plane break¬ 
ing up, he said. 


Investigators are using compu¬ 
ter records of weather radar to 
determine the types of clouds the 
pilot was flying in, he said. 

The plane wits equipped with a 
sophisticated flight recording sys¬ 
tem. 

Investigators are still looking 
at the data recovered from that 
system. 


The aircraft was not equipped 
with a ballistic recovery system, 
essentially a piirachute attached 
to the airframe of the aircraft. Lee 
declined to speculate whether such 
a system would have saved 
Ainsworth and his passenger. 

A final report on the crash will 
be forwarded to Transport 
Canada and the next of kin.

BOP prepares another 
fundraising round

The BOP Society, a fund 
raising group committed to rais 
ing money for the proposed 
Didsbury swimming pool facil¬ 
ity. is gearing up for another 
round of fundraising activities. 

Lance Plcwis. President of 
the BOP Society said the group 
has a number of plans under way 
for more fun aimed at helping 
to build the pool.

BOP Society member Tracy 
Block said the group is commit¬ 
ted to the idea of building a 
swimming pool facility in 
Didsbury because it will ben 
efit everyone. 

"This will meet the needs of 
a wider range of people than the 
last pool." she said. "We are 
planning to build a pool that 
isn't just for teenaged kids." 

"Because it will be year 
round there will be alot of pro¬ 
grams that can be incorporated." 
Block added. "So people can do 
whatever they are interested in. 
Like in Cochrane, they have a 
crib tournament in the pool." 

Plcwis said the pool will also 
benefit the community in other 
ways besides offering recreation 
to residents. 

"I think this is going to do 
every business in town good." 
he said. "With adding it to the 
arena and having a complex that 
incorporates the arena, a multi¬ 
purpose room, a curling rink 
and a pool. I believe we can at¬ 
tract alot of convention busi 
ness." 

Other fundraising activities 
under the planning stage with 
BOP include a Trade Fair pan 


cake breakfast and a Father's Day 
Marathon.

Didsbury Swimming pool 
openi with a splash

Didsbury's newest recreation fa 
cility opened this past weekend with 
close to 600 swimmers taking advan 
tage of a day of free swimming. The 
line up for the free pool visit began 
45 minutes before the doors opened. 
Didsbury Recreation Director Ken 
Luck said 270 passes had been paid 
for by pool constructors Pcnn-co. 
Bcardon and Master Pools, but the 
actual number of visitors exceeded 
the passes by double. 

"We didn’t keep that close a 
count, but we estimated that between 
500 and 600 went through the pool 
on Sunday." he said. 

The free day of swimming came 
after grand opening ceremonies held 
early Sunday afternoon with offi 
cials from all levels of government 
attending, including County Reeve 
John Grim stead. M.L.A. Roy 
Brassard and Wild Rose M.P. Louise 
Feltham. 

Feltham was among the number 
who congratulated the Town of 
Didsbury for building the new 
aquatic centre. 

“It's not easy to raise enough 
money to build a building like this." 
she said. "Thank you for the leader¬ 
ship and community spirit you have 
shown.” 

A number of people who attended 
the grand opening were also on hand 
for the Build Our Pool Society's 
sneak preview wine and cheese party 
held Saturday night. 

Close to 300 people attended the 
$10 per ticket fundraising event to 
get the first look at the new facility 
which boasts a whirlpool, wading 
pool and bigger than life size wall 
mural painted by local artist Ruth 
Jepson. The wine and cheese recep¬ 
tion was the last official event for 
the tenacious BOP Society which to 
date has raised $103,000 towards the 
purchase of a whirlpool, steambath 
and water slide for the new facility. 

Members of the Society, which 
have been working on their project 
for the last two years, arc just burnt 
out. 

“I think we will carry on for an¬ 
other two month so people can send 
in pledges of drop them off here at 
the pool." said BOP President Lance 
Plcwis. "There is still $90,000 to be 
raised to pay for the water slide. But 
1 think we all need a break." 

Plcwis said approximately 
$34,000 has been raised for the wa 
ter slide and BOP plans to make 
more applications for government 
grants as well as work to gather in¬ 
dividual pledges. 

1 he whirlpool is operational now 
and the steambath. which has also 


been paid for by BOP raised funds, 
should be opened sometime in 
March. 

"We are really relieved that the 
pool is open now.” said Plewis who 
plans to spend more time on his busi¬ 
ness and at home after the demise of 
BOP. “We really hope that we can 
concentrate on the water slide now 
that the building is up. Now people 
can come in and see the empty space 
where it is supposed to go. Maybe 
that might be the extra encourage 
ment they need.” 

And encouraging was a word used 
by many of the residents and out of 
town visitors who came to both func 
tions at the new pool over the week 
end.

Sunday marks the official grand 
opening of the pool, with official 
ribbon cutting and hand shaking.

This weekend's fun marks the end 
of hard work for many volunteers in 
the community who have donated 
their time, money and efforts to see 
the indoor swimming facility built. 
Plans to build a new pool started 
with the abrupt closing of the Kins 
men's indoor swimming pool in 1990 
due to structural problems. A town 
swimming pool committee was 
struck to look into the feasibility 
to build a new pool and discovered, 
in the words of past Town Council¬ 
lor A1 Engel, they could build "a 
Cadillac pool for a Chev price." 

Since money to build the $1.5 
million structure would need to he 
borrowed, a plebiscite over whether 
or not to build was held on May 26.

Mainstreet improvement 

projects under way

While behind the scenes work has 
been ongoing for some time, the first 
visible signs of structural transfor 
mation was launched last week along 
20th street downtown. 

While thev share frontage, resto 
ration work on Calico Patches and 
Remax actually involves two build 
ings. 

Mainstreet Construction manager 
Cord Wilkie said some of the replace¬ 
ment to be used in the project were 
salvaged from the creamery demoli¬ 
tion. 

Wilkie commended the owners for 
donating the bricks which, in addi¬ 
tion to helping keep costs down, also 
lends an additional historic element 
to the finished project. 

Wilkie said the steel I-beam frame 
holding up the roof was a beneficial 
component in the project, affording 
strength and freedom. Without it. the 
process would have been far more 
complicated and limited. 

Safety for both passersby and the 
surrounding work area arc important 
considerations stressed by the crew 
on site and back at the shop. Strip¬ 
ping materials selected for the project 
are environmentally friendly. 

"We’re not using any harsh chemi¬ 
cals," Wilkie said. 

Some of the preparation work will 
be undertaken in the new Mainstreet 
Shop located in the mini-storage 
complex behind the Hi Ho gas bar. 
but the majority is on site work, so 
weather will be a factor in the proc¬ 
ess. Also affecting the time frame arc 
speciality items like custom made 
doors constructed specifically for the 
project. 

"Were giving ourselves two 
months." Wilkie said. 


Project coordinator David 
Mohr and architect Lome 
Simpson are finalizing the nec¬ 
essary preparations for the next 
scheduled project which should 
be announced shortly. 

At press time two workers 
were on board as crew members 
with two more scheduled to 
join the team by the end of the 
month.

ested in a joint venture. 

Such a venture had earlier 
been proposed by Mayor Bob 
Armstrong, said Ron Hilton. 
Olds town manager. 

“He [Armstrong] had sug 
gested that our town get to 
gether with Didsbury and the 
county but it didn’t happen." 
said Mr. Hilton. 

“Wc’vc submitted a bid on 
our own but we’re still prepared 
to go with a group proposal ... 
in fact we see it as the best op¬ 
tion." 

In Carstairs. town adminis¬ 
trator Daphne Turner said there 
has been "no discussion" of the 
matter by town council. 

Federal Solicitor-General 
Doug Lewis made public in late 
July a proposal to build four 
new regional correctional fa¬ 
cilities for women to be located 
within 100 kilometres of Hall 
fax. Montreal. Toronto and ei¬ 
ther Edmonton or Calgary. 

In addition, a healing lodge 
for aborginal women will be 
built somewhere in the prairie 
provinces. 

Total cost of the five facili¬ 
ties is estimated at $50 million. 
Didsbury Mayor Don Watt had 
said earlier that Didsbury 
would be interested in follow¬ 
ing up anything that would cre¬ 
ate jobs and bring upwards of 
100 people to Didsbury. 

If Didsbury was selected. "I 
don’t think we’d have room in¬ 
side our town limit ... we d 
probably have to build it out 
in the rural area." said Coun. 
Neville Marshall. •

New Medical clinic opens

"I hope to have specialists come in on 
a regular basis “ he said. “That would 
help so that Didshurv patients don’t have 
to travel away from Didshurv for special 
ized medical care.” 

The new clinic also includes more 
testing facilities, including those for 
electro cardiograms and lung testing. 

Besides allowing more room for ex 
tended service, the new clinic will also 
allow Ahmad to offer a new service he 
has been thinking about starting for a 
number of years. 

"Something we are definitely plan 
ning for the future is a senes of preventa 
tivc health lectures." Ahmad said. "It is 
something 1 have wanted to do for a 
while and now this has given me the 
opportunity." 

Ahmad will also have more time on 
his hands when a second physician joins 
the office in October. Surrey. B.Gs Dr. 
Wong will join the office for a month 
and then will be replaced by Dr. Doug 
Stevens from South Africa. A third phy 
sician. Dr. Abraham Moutan from Van 
couvcr is also expected to join the clinic 
this December.

Health care boundaries finalized 

Didsbury remains in mainly south¬ 
eastern region

Final boundaries defining enlarged 
health care administration regions have 
been released by the provincial govern 
ment. Didsbury. Olds and Sundrc remain 
in separate regions In the province's effort 
to reduce health care costs in Alberta. 

The new region incorporating the 
Mountain View Health Care Centre and 
other health care institutions in the 
Didsbury area was finalized in a similar 
form to their suggested version, released 
two weeks ago. The only changes see 
Trochu and Torrington move to the re¬ 
gion north, joining Olds. Sundre and 
several other regions in the Red Deer 
area. Didsbury's region incorpo¬ 
rates all of its former region, in 
eluding Cremona. Carstairs and 
Water Valiev. The region, as out 
lined in the diagram, stretches 
south to Strathmore and east to 
Cereal. Drumhellcr. Hanna. 
Linden and Three Hills arc all 
part of the new region.

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QUESTION: Were moving to another state in a few 
months. I know it's going to be tough for our two children, 
who have so many friends at school. How can I get them 
ready for life in a new city? 

DR. DOBSON: Going to a new school or moving to a 
new town can be an unpleasant experience for children, 
but there are some ways to make it easier for them. 

Preparation and forethought are the keys. Educator 
Cheri Fuller recommends that those who are about to relo¬ 
cate call a family meeting to talk about what's going to 
happen. Begin to lay plans together. It's sad to say goodbye 
to good friends and it’s hard to make new ones. Try estab¬ 
lishing pen pals for your children in the new school long 
before the move is to occur. Relationships can blossom 
through the mail so that the kids are not entirely unknown 
in the new location. 

It's also helpful to create curiosity about the new city or 
neighborhood you're moving to. Write to the state tourist 
bureau or to the chamber of commerce and ask for bro¬ 
chures and maps. When your children begin to understand 
the adventure of moving, they may develop a more positive 
attitude toward leaving. A bit of preparation and a healthy 
dose of communication can help clear the way for a smoother 
journey to a new home. 


QUESTION: When my wife left me for another man, I 
felt like the whole thing was my fault. I still feel that way. 
I had never even looked at another woman, yet here I am 
taking the blame for her affair. Rationally, I know I'm be¬ 
ing very unfair to myself, but I can't help it. Or can I? 

DR. DOBSON: It is the typical reaction of a rejected 
spouse, like yourself, to take full responsibility for the 
behavior of an unfaithful spouse. The wounded partner — 
the person who was clearly the victim — is the one who 
suffers the greatest pangs of guilt and feelings of inferior¬ 
ity. 

How strange that the one who tried to hold things to¬ 
gether in the face of rejection often finds himself wonder¬ 
ing: "How did I fail her? I just wasn't man enough to hold 
my woman. I am 'nothing' or she wouldn't have left. If only 
I had been more exciting as a sexual partner. I drove her to 
it. I wasn't handsome enough. I didn't deserve her in the 
first place." 

The blame for marital disintegration is seldom the fault 
of the husband or wife alone. It takes two to tango, as they 
say, and there is always some measure of shared blame for 
a divorce. However, when one marriage partner — in this 
case, a wife — makes up her mind to behave irresponsibly, 
to become involved extramaritally, or to run from her fam¬ 
ily commitments and obligations, she usually seeks to jus¬ 
tify her behavior by magnifying the failures of her spouse. 
"You didn't meet my needs, so I had to satisfy them some¬ 
where else," is the familiar accusation. By increasing the 
guilt of her partner in this way, she reduces her own culpa¬ 
bility. For a husband or wife with low self-esteem, these 
charges and recriminations are accepted and internalized 
as indisputable facts. 

You must resist the temptation to take all the blame. I'm 
not recommending that you sit around hating the memory 
of your wife. Bitterness and resentment are emotional can¬ 
cers that rot us from within. However, I would encourage 
you to examine the facts carefully. Ask yourself these ques¬ 
tions: "Despite my many mistakes and failures in my mar¬ 
riage, did I value my family and try to preserve it? Did my 
wife decide to destroy it and then seek justification for her 
actions? Was I given a fair chance to resolve the areas of 
greatest irritation? Could I have held her even if I had made 
all the changes she wanted? Is it reasonable that I should 
hate myself for this thing that has happened?" 

If you examine objectively what has occurred, you might 
begin to see yourself as a victim of your wife's irresponsi¬ 
bility rather than a worthless failure at the game of love.
